Dee. 10. 

A journal in England which 
devotes itself to the encourage- 
ment of high thinking has 
eeured « symposium from some 
notable persons on their child- 
hood impressions. ‘The mind of 
a child is a deep, clear, well. 
‘As water may be so pelluci 
that it is invisible, so the very 
simplicity and clarity of the 
child mind makes its working a 
source of mystification to the 
rophisticated adult. Countess 
Cave, one of the contributors to 
the symposium, relates an in- 
cident which " illustrates the 
trait to which we refer, She 
had a nurse .and gays, “This 
nurse did me good in a way she 
certainly did not intend to do. 
She made me confess to some- 
thing T had not done—for days 
she kept me in Coventry for 
telling, what she said was, a lie, 
And, in the end, she broke a 
Poor little child (whose mother 
was abroad) to her will and 
from that, time I have had the 
greatest horror of injustice, 
Even after all these years T ean 
remember the shame [went 
through—afterwards I was given 
the opportunity of biting her 
and I nearly bit her thumb off. 
May it be accounted to me for 
righteous indignation for I have 
never been sorry, “The nurse

—Harshness bexot 
tenderness and dominance tole- 
ration, Countess Cave is now 
an old lady and, judging from 
the aneedote. a very kindly 
person, Yet she remembers with 
impish glee that vicious bite 
with which she paid back some 
of the resentment she felt at 
the unjust treatment meted out 
to her when she was helpless 
in the hands of a power that it 
was futile to struggle against. 
“There is certainly a lesson 
here for parents, teachers and all 
‘those who have control of 
children, As the nurse, by 
doing wrong, created a revulsion 
towards rightness, so it is pos-| 
ible, by doing right, and doing 
it in the wrong way, to create!

At is known that the new rates! 
have been communicated by the 
Nanking Foreign Ministry to the 


foreign consuls, — Further 
there is a general understanding 
that merehants generally had 
had warning or had taken warn 
ng of what was likely to happen 
in time to make their arrange- 
ments, But apart from any 
question of whether such pro 
cedure can ar cannot be con 
sidered adequate, another ditli- 
culty arises, ax illustrated by 
‘the Japanese refusal to accept 
Nanking’s notification of the 
tariff, New commercial treaties 
are in process of negotiation 

ith the Chinese Government: if 
hey are successfully concluded 
the tariff will doubtless come 
into force as announced; but if 
not, its fate is uncertain, the 
Japanese veason for rejecting it 
temporarily being that it is a 
technical breach of treaty rights 
while « new treaty is still being 
Giseussed, ‘There ix yet another 
point, namely that the present 
negotiations cannot at best be 
corieluded for another few days 
and this cuts down the notice of 
application of the treaty from 
the two months agreed upon to, 
perhaps, five or six weeks. And 
still there is the question raised 
by our correspondent whether in- 
auguration on February 1 means 
that carso entering China before 
that date, or all cargo shipped 
to China before that date, can 
claim the old rates, 

But undoubtedly the most seri- 
‘ous point of all is what assur- 
ance the Chinese Government 
ean give tuat, ax the enhanced 
tariffs come in, the irregul: ¢ 
provincial taxation will go out. 
‘These two considerations have 
always been regarded as insep- 
arable and from the Govern: 
ment’s “standpoint as well as 
business men’s they certainly 
should be, But actually the 
amount of assurance Nan} 
could offer is practically nil, 
outside the three, or possibly 
five, provinces it claims to con- 
trol. Only to-day we have a 
vivid illustration from Hankow 
of what is going on: the soldiers 
force the withdrawal of the 
Director of the S.A.D. 8 whom 
Nanking specially appointed a 
Year ago to restore good fecling 
and re-establish order; the head 
of the Wine Tax Bureau flatly 
disobey’s Nanking’s orders to 
return the stolen wine; and 
likin (to use a generic but by 
no means exhaustive term) 
jumps up to any height — that 
pleases the collector's fancy.

Huge Haul Made by City

Attempted Reinstatement of 
Dismissed Employee 





Some 40 Kompo-chauffeurs em: 
ployed by the Taylor Garage went 
out on strike on December # out of 
aympathy with one of their fellow- 
countrymen who had been dismissed 
for indiscipline and whose licenes 
had been suspended by the Trafic 
Otice. 

It appears that the facts leading 
up to this dismissal were as follows, 
A client of the company, a gentle-

had just left hospital after an 
‘operation, lodged a complaint with 
Mr. T. C, Leach, manager of the 
garage, against. ‘the chauffeur in 
question, Kai Pao, whose licence 
number was 8099. ‘This jgentleman
